Tho  Isolation  Hospital  at  Heath  Charnook  was  closed  during  the  year 
and  infectious  oases  from  the  area  are  now  sent  tb  Deepdalo  Isolation  Hospital  , 
Preston. 


The  total  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  211,  This 
figure  is  only  half  of  the  notifications  in  195^.  Reference  to  pages  6 and 
7 sho’.v  the  difference  is  caused  by  a reduction  of  over  eighty  measles,  over 
forty  Rhooping  Cough  and  the  fact  that  this  year  there  was  only  one  case  of 
food  poisoning  notified  compared  with  the  outbreak  of  the  year  before.  This 
single  case  of  food  poisoning  was  directly  connected  with  an  outbresk  in  an 
adjoining  District  in  which  the  man  was  employed.

Xarrier  Bantar.  refuse  collectors  are  in  regular  use,  and  another  is  kept  as  a 
sti'-rc  vehicle, 

Fail  clcsots  are  emptied  by  means  of  a cesspool  erptier  .adapted  for  the 
ourposo,  this  allcA's  nightscil  to  be  transported  safely  and  hygienically.  The 
use  of  this  r.nchine  has  made  it  possible  to  consider  using  a different  typo 
of  vehicle  for  dry  refuse  collection  and  the  Council  ordered  an  S i'.  D foie  and 
aft  tioper  during  the  year.
